Little ‘Rock; -Ark., July 27.—Suit for 
the possession of a child reached a 
tragic elimax during a conference of 
the principais in the suit in the cir- 
cuit court room here late today, when 
W. Y. Ellis, aephew of John F. Ruth- 


‘erford, millionaire lumberman, of Pine 


Bluff, Ark:, shot and killed Nathaniel 
Parker Willis, of Indianapois, Ind.. 
prominent business man and politican. 
father of the child and former husband 
of Mrs. Ellis. 

The suit at law was terminated yes- 
terday, Judge Fulk instructing that the 
be surrendered by Mrs. Ellis to 
the custody of Willis. Today’s c¢on- 
ference was to arrange the details. 
These participating were Willis and 
Ellis, who represented his wife, di- 
vorced from Yillis some years ago. 
United States Senator Jeff Davis, wno 
appeared as-attarney for Willis, and 
Judge Fulk. 

Fired Over Shoulder .of Davis. 

Arrangements were being concluded. 
when Ellis suddenly arose from the 
table anid fired over the shoulder of 
Senator Davis, at Willis, seated on the 
epposite side. A court attache struck 
his arm as he fired, howeevr, and the 
bullet went wild. Willis ran from the 
room with Ellis in close pursuit,. the 
latter firing again when he reached a 


doorway, ‘inffeting a wound from the} 


effects of which Wilis died within ten 


_ ninutes. 
| Bilis surrendered, and was impris-| 


oned. Later, however, he was taken 
from the city by officers in an auto- 
mobile for an unknown destination, for 
safekeeping.. 

Relatives of the man _ killed have 
been summoned to Littie Rock. 

Following the shooting those in an 
adjoining room scrambled for an out- 
let and in the subsequent excitement. 
serious injury to several was marrowly 
averted. Two attempted to leap from 
a window, but were restrained. 

Clese Call For Senator Davis. 

That Senator Davis had a close call 
is declared by those in the room at 
the time. Several assert that the first 
bullet passed through his coat. Ex- 
plaining a rent in his gapment, how- 
ever, Senator declares that it was torn 
by catching on an edge of the table as 
he hastily arose. 

Willis died aimost instantly after 
he was shot in his mother’s arms, 
who was waiting across the room and 
rushed towards him as he fell in the 
hallway outBide of the courtroom. 

Willis secured his divorce a number 
of years ago and recently started the 
litigation for the possession of the 
child. Yesterday he secured an order 
from Circuit Judge Fulk to take pos- 
session of the child, who has been for 
the past ten days in the custody of an 
uncle at Pine Bluff, and today the par- 
ties to the suit met in the court room 
to decide where the child was to be de- 


livered. 
Pulied Revolver and Fired. 

While Judge Fulk was seated at a 
table in the court room, discussing 
with ‘Senator Davis the conditions of 
the transfer of the child, Ellis pulled a 
revolver from his pocket and fired 
point-blank at Willis, who was seated 
across the table. A court attache 
_knocked up his arm just as the weapon 
was discharged and the bullet was em- 
bedded in the wall. 

Willis ran around the table with 
Ellis close at his heéls.. The latter 
rested his pistol against the door jam 
just as Willis ran out and fired a 
Second time. Willis fell to the floor, 
@ying clasped in his mother’s arms. 
Sheriff Roberts seized Ellis, pulling 
-him into an ante-room to prevent any 
further shooting. 

Climax of Long Fight. 

Indianapolis, Ind, July 27.—The 
shooting of Nathaniel Parker 
of Indianapolis, in a court room at 
Little Rock, Ark., today was the cli- 
max of a long fight by Willis for the 
posséssion of his child. 

The troubles of Willis and his. form- 
er wife reached the courts with the 
institution of habeas corpus proceed- 
ings by Mrs, Willis (now Mrs. Ellis) 
in the circuit court here for posses- 
sion of the child. Domestic troubles 
had previously caused Mrs. Willis to

Lintoln, Neb., July 27.—OfT the five 
state conventions held in Lincoln to- 
day, chief interest centered in the re- 
publican declaration concerning the 
special session of congress.. 

The resolutions, as was: expected, 
came out strongly for downward re- 
vision. commented President Taft for 
his course in urging lower duties and 
called on the Nebraska delegation: in 
congress to stand by the president. 

The resolutions go further, and the 
republicans of Nebraska will approve 
a presidential veto of the tariff-pill if 
it does not conform to Mr. Taft's con- 
struction of the platform pledge. The 
convention ignorea the question of 
county option, which for a year has 
been the ruling issue in state afairs. 
A plank on the income tax was as fol. 
lows: 

“We approve and indorse the Brown 
resolution, adopted by congress, sub- 
mitting to the several states for their 
action, a proposed constitutional 
amendment, empowering the federal 
government to levy and collect taxes 
on incomes.” 

The significant feature of the demo- 
cratic convention was the plank in 
the platform which strongly con- 
demned intesference by federal courts 
in state enactments and reiteratéd the 
declaration of the national convention 
at Denver on that question. 

The resolution had reference to the 
recent decision of two federal judges 
sitting at Lincoln {in which they pro- 
nounced unconstitutional the bank de- 
posit guarantee law passed by the 
democratic iegislature. 

The democratic platform scores the 
republican party in congress for its 
action on the tariff bill, which is, it 
pronounces, revision upward instead of 
downward. 

Mr. Bryan was not present. 

Only a small number attended the 
prohibition convention. Its platform 
arraigns the last legislature for re- 
fusing to enact a county option.law. 

The populists and socialists also held 
conventions. State committees were 
chosen today and state officers will be 
nominated by primaries next month.

SENATE WINS OF LUMBER, 
COML, IRON ORE AKD PAPER 


Both House and Senate Accept 
é the Program for Reduction 
of Duties on Leather and 
Leather Good: --- The Chief 
Victory of the Senate Was 
on Lumber. 


Washington, July 27.—From the best 
information obtainable tonight, it ap- 
pears that the house has won its bat- 
tles for free hides and oll, and in- 
creased rates on gloves and hosiery, in 
return for a surrender to the senate on 
lumber, coal, iron ore and print paper. 

The rates on these schedules, as théy 
have been tentatively arranged, pend- 
ing the acceptance by both houses of 
the program for a reduction in the du- 
ties on manufactures of leather below 
the rates fixed by the house, are as 
follows:

Coal, 45 cents a ton.

$2.62%4; four sides finished, $3. 

Gloves, $4 per dozén pairs, 
ceeding !4 inches in lergth, which is 
the standaard lenghth; exceeding I4 
inches, 35 cents per dozen is added for 
each inch. . This. rate does not apply to 
the Schmaschen, of cheap glove, on 
senate rate of $1.25 per 
dozen pairs is retained. The. latter 
rate is a@ reduction from the Dingier 
rates, but the house rates accepted 
on the higher grades of gloves repre- 
sent heavy increases over existing du- 
ties. 

Hosiery valued at $1 or less’ per 
dozen pairs, 70 cents, against the sen- 
ate and existing rates of 50 cents. On 
values up to $2 the rate is slightly 
in excess of existing duties, and a 
shading below the rates fixed by the 
house. On the highest grades the 
senate and house rates were identicai. 

Hides. as Stumbling Block. 

For nearly a week the question of 
putting hides on the free list or im- 
posing a nominal duty upon them has 
been before the conference committec. 
Not even a nominal duty proved ac- 
ceptable to Representative Payne, 
whose position was strengthened by 
the support of President Taft, and the 
senate was compelled to yield, in spite 
of the fact that free hides threatened 
to provoke an insurrection among

It appears, however, that 
Mr. Payne’s victury was a. costly one, 
inasmuch as the house conferees Were 
defeated on coal, print paper, iron ore 
and lumber. 

Although new oaths of secrecy were 
taken by every member of the  con- 
ference committee before today’s ses- 
sion was adjourned, it is well known 
that the foregoing rates represent the 
understanding that has been reached 
on all the subjects which engageu 
the active attention during the last 
few weeks. 

As the house passed the bill, coal 
was made dutiable at 67 cents a ton. 
with slack at the same rate, but a re- 
ciprocal provision had the effect of 
putting coal on the free list. The sen- 
ate contended for a duty on coal and 
a compromise on 45 cents a ton was 
accepted in lieu of the house rate and 
the free reciprocal arrangement. Slack 


was made dutiable at 15 cents a ton. 


15 Cents a Ton on Iron Ore. 

The house put iron ore on the free 
list and the senate fixed the rate at 
25 cents a ton, but the conferees agreed 
to accept a rate of 15 cents. 

The chief victory won by the sen- 
ate was the retention of its duties on 
lumber. These represent reductions 
from Dingley rates, but are not nearly 
as low as the house rates, which be- 
gan with $1 on rough lumber. Like- 
wise, a victory was won by the senate 
through the acceptance by the confer- 
ence committee of a rate of $3.50 a 
ton on print paper instead of the &2 
rate fixed by the house. 

The placing of oil upon the free 
ist was a foregone conclusion by rea- 
son of the strong opposition in both 
branches of the congress to making 
this article dutiable. The senate 
adopted aformof countervailing duty. 
but the conferees were unable to retain 
it in the bill. 

There weems to be no doubt tonight 
that the house leaders will be able to 
put through a rule permitting the 
conferees to make reductions tn the 
rates on manufactures of leather in 
accordance with the program arranged 
in conference yesterday. 

May Be Trouble in Senate. 
Wf there ‘is any danger of the pro- 
gram ‘falling the trouble is in the 
senate.

White Plains, N. Y., July 27.—Harry 
K. Thaw sat in the supreme court here 
today and heard a woman’s testimony 
that made his pallid face flush. He 
Saw a pearl-handled dog whip exhibit- 
ed, and he heard the witness swear that 
She had seen him wield it on the bare 
flesh of young girls. The prisoner's 
wife, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, heard most 
of the testimony, which was of such a 
nature that Justice Mills preceded its 
Presentation with the warning that ‘“‘no 
woman should stay in the court room 
unless she is willing to hear every- 
thing.*’

Thaw Paid Women 825,000. 

Her testimony was {n merked ¢en- 
trast to that.of two alienf#ts, who 
went on the stand and declared that, 
in their opinion, Thaw was sane. Sum- 
marized, her testimony was, that dur- 
she kept 
in succession twq New York lodging 
houses, where Thaw rented rooms un- 
der assumed names, and to which he 
brought, at verious times, more than 
200 girls. After Thaw’s imprisonment, 
she said she paid these ‘women at 
least $25,000 as the price of their si- 
lence, and to “keep them from bother- 
ing Thaw's wife or mother.” 

The ‘woman told of finding Thaw 
on several occasions lashing the girls 
on their bare arms and bodies. Thaw, 
he said, had posed as a_ theatrical 
agent, and had lured the girls to his 
rooms with promises of engagements. 

She testified further that Thaw had 
frequently behaved in a violent manner 
in her presence and that she con- 
sidered his acts irrationa!. 

Might Involve Innocent Persons, 

District Attorney Jerome had full 
charge of the case and it was he who 
brought out the damaging testimony. 
Mrs, Merrill's testimony was stopped 
When Mr. Jerome intimated that it 
might injure Innocent persons. 

The woman denied that she kept any 
of the money that passed from Thaw 
through her hands. 

“Then, why did you stand for all this 
from Mr. Thaw” asked Mr. Mors- 
chauser. 

“Oh, I felt sorry for him,” 
answer.

The other test, that for speed, will 
be complied with tomorrow, weather 
permitting, when Orville is to take 
Lieutenant Benjamin Foulois, of the 
signal corps, On a.cross-country flight 
to Alexandria and return, a total of ten 
miles. over a measured course, and at 
a speed.required to average 40 miles 
an hour. 

Last Attempt Was Tragical. 

Poignancy was added to today’s 
achievement of Orville Wright by the

Flying Latham Once More 
Drops Into Channel.

When in 2 Miles of Dover, Af- 
ter ‘Wonderful Flight From 
Calais, Motor of -Monoplane 
Fails and He Drops Into Sea. 
Latham. Painfully, Injured. 


Dover, England, July 27.—~-Hubert 
Latham’'s second attempt to fly across 
the English channel ended disastrously 
today. Almost in the moment of vic- 
-tory his monoplane fluttered down 
into the sea 2 miles beyond the ad- 
miralty pier, like a bird with a broken 
wing. ‘Thousands of persons crowding 
the water front saw the fall, but did 
not know for nearly half an hour 
‘whether the aeronaut’ had been res- 
cued.- 

A flock of large and small craft 
raced to the scene of the disaster and 
a pirnace from the British battleship 
Russell picked up the unlucky flier 
and put him aboard the French tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Escopette. 

Latham’s Nose Broken, 

He was brought ashore and taken 
to the Lord Warden hotel. His face 
was. bandaged and bleeding and his 
nose was broken. 

. The machine, badly wrecked, was 
hoisted from the boat to the dock. 

Latham’'s flight to the moment of 
its sensational finish in some respects 
eclipsed Bleriot's. He made greater 
speed, being only 20 minutes in the 
air from the time he left the coast 
of France. Apparently he steered a 
straighter course than Bleriot. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock bells on the 
ships in the harbor notified the town 
that another crossing was to be at- 
tempted. The water front, piers and 
cliffs were quickly crowded. Soon two 
French torpedo boats approached at a 
furious pace. 

Fourteen minutes after 6 o’clock the 
airship was discerned and quickly ase 
sumed birdlike outlines, 

Drops Into Sea. 

Suddenly it began to slacken speed, 
at the same time gliding toward the 
surface of the ocean. It fluttered a 
few times and dropped with lateral 
incline to the sea. 

There it floated, although only those 
with glasses could make out that it 
had not sunk. A fleet of all kinds of 
crafts gathered around the wreck. The 
force with which the aeroplane had 
fallen caused fears that the aviator 


might have been killed, if not drowned, 
but signals from ‘the shtps finally told 
those on shore that Latham had 
escaped, although somewhat injured. 
It was nearly 8 o'clock when the 
Escopette came alongside the pier to 
land Latham and his machine. which 
was seen to be much larger than Ble- 
riot’s little flyer, and the crowds cheer- 
ed the bandaged hero enthusiastically.

Spanish Troops and Peo- 
ple in Conflict. 


Citizens of Barcelona Are on 
Strike Against the War in 
Morocco---The Government 
Has Proclaimed Martial Law. 
Business at Standstill. 


Barceona, July 27.—Barcelona is now 
under martial law. Serious rioting has 
occurred, following the declaration of 
a general strike yesterday in protest 
against the military operations in 
Morocco, and the dispatch to that 
country of large bodies of troops. Sev- 
eral persons have been killed and a 
large number wounded. 

Violent meetings have been held dur- 
ing the past few days and the genera] 
strike followed. There has been much 
fighting in the streets and practically 
all communications have been  de- 
stroyed. The food supplies have been 
cut off, resulting in great hardship 
and suffering, especially among the 
poor. The prices of the necessaries of 
life are almost prohibitive. 

The strikers cheer the soldiers, but 
have attacked the police. Several se- 
rious engagements have occurred be- 
tween the police and the rioters, and 
the farmers have ysed their pistols 
freely. As a result, many innocent 
pedestrians as well as rioters have 
been shot. 

All commercial activities are pros- 
trated, and service on the tramways 
and railroads and cab and carriage 
service have ceased. Trouble is also 
reported from the interior towns.

Madrid, July 27.—The general staff 
announces that slight skicmishing oc- 
curred at the advance posts outside of 
Melilla today.

Constitutional Prohibition Only 
Has Fair Chance to Win Out 
of the Three Amendments 
Proposed---Governor Comer’s 


Message. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 27.—The 
Alabama legislature met at noon to- 
day in the fourth session since Jan- 
vary 1, 1907. this and one other hav- 
fing been extras called by Governor , 
B. B. Comer to meet what he thought 
to be emergencies, and one being ad- 
journed. On November 1, 1907, a spe- 
cial meeting was to reenact railroad 
laws that had been tied up in the fed- 
eral court, and today the members 
come to enact more stringent provis- 
fons for the enforcément and main- 
tenance of prohibition. In his mes- 
sage the governor deals almost wholly 
with the prohibition laws. 

The outlook today is that the three 
amendments proposed to the consti- 
tution, for biennial sessions, now 
counties and constitutional prohibition, 
will all be lost, though the last named 
has a fair chance to win. The bill for 
a commission form of city government 
is almost certain to be killed, as most 
of the senate leaders are against it, 
including Lieutenant Governor Henry 
B. Gray. The weakness of the ftrst 
two named amendment propositions 
is found in the fact that both failed 
before the people last year. |

Railroad Legislation. 


After touching upon the- needs of the 
eleemosynary institutions of the state.

uation as follows: 

“Your law establishing the railroad 
commission and giving it power to ex- 
ercise certain delegated functions with 
reference to rates has been sustained 
by the federal! circuit court of appeals 
at New Orleans, and will prove most 
useful alike to every class of shipper 
and carrier. Your law making pas- 
seongeer rates 242 cents per mile, and 
rogulating the rate on the Light Group 
Acts, comprising the 110 articles of 
common production, consumption and 
use, are now in effect and are not un- 
just to the carrier, but a great Saving 
to the consumer, producer and shipper. 

“The railroad commission, acting 
under a statute’ you have enacted, has 
secured reduced express rates so that ; 
any one shipping a coop of chickens: | 
a crate of eggs, a kid or a lamb, fruit 
or vegetables, now pays a less rate. 
Nothing so suppresses manufacture of 
every description as a high local ; 
freight rate. It has been the unfortun- | 
ate policy of our public service cor- 
purations to charge high local rates 
on raw material, giving advantages to 
the interstate freight rate on raw ma- 
terial; making it more feasible to ship 
producth of the state out of the state 
for manufacture, and to ship manu- 
factured products from without § the 
ptate into the. state for loca! consump. | 
tion. These things your laws attempt 
to regulate in favor of the state and. 
if carried out in the proper spirit by 
both carrier and shipper, will work for 
the. good of all alike.

Inadequacies of Prohibition Law. 
In referring to the prohibition sit- 


‘uation, Governor Comer says: 


“IT call your attention to the fact 
that at the extra session when you 
were newly returned from the peopie 
where prohibition had been widely dis- 
cussed, of your own initiative and by 
an overwhelming majority, you en- 
acted the state-wide prohibition law. 
That statute has been found inadequate 
of enforcement. The evasions of the 
law have been many and apparently 
easy. In some places open deflance ofr 
the law has been manifest, and the 
so-called blind tiger is abroad. You 
should not shoot tigers with blank 
cartridges or bird shot. It only tends 
to make them more vicious. It is 
within your power to enact laws sup- 
pressing open, willful violations of 
any particular law. It is within your 
power, and it is your duty to the state 
to enact such statutes as will enable 
the state to carry out the execution 
of your state-wide prohibition law. In 
the violation of yoyr prohibition law 
it has almoést come to the point when 
you must determine for the people 
whether whisky shall dominate and 
control the state, or the state dom- 
inate and control whisky. |! assure 
you that the open, persistent despite 
of any law engenders serious condi- 
tions, and you ‘had better never have 
touched the prohibition question unless 
you make the penalty for violations 
prompt and sure. 

“One of the worst features of the 
prohibition question is that the saloon 
interest and the beer and whisky 
manufacturers outside of the state 
have invaded our state with paid 
agents, with money for debauching 
purposes, with declarations that you 
and all prohibitionists are fanatics, 
and they have attempted to yoke the 
whisky interest with our supreme courl 
and the judiciary: and have tried to en 
gender a fight on the courts by the 
prohibitionists. By false alarms an) 
specious pleas they have tried to en- 
thrall! our business interests. In their 
greed for profit they have overlooked 
the fact that any sane man knows 
that none of their @ontentions can be 
true. They seem to be utterly’ re- 
gardless of wnat you Know is the 
vicious effect on our people. In sOme 
sections of the state the debaucheries 
and violations of the whisky seller 
are alarming. To stop these, Law ang 
Order Leagues have been formed. It is 
a sad state of affairs when a tuumber 
of citizens have to form themselves 
into a Law and Order League to se- 
cure the enforcement of the law. 

“You have provided adequate funds 
for the payment of a sufficient num- 
ber of state officers to maintain order 
and prevent open violations of law. It 
is within your powe: to compel these 
officers to disecnarge their duty in 
carrying out fulty the mandate, as 
well as the spirit, of the law, or to 
give place to those who will. Many 
of our officers are conscientiously dis- 
charging their duties, and they deserve 
the highest comnténdation. 

“Nothing can so weaken the fibres of 
a state as a condition of lawlessness 
engendered by neglect, carelessness, or 
connivance of public officials paid by 
the public to discharge their duty, and 
sworntodo thesame. As law-makers, 
vou ean do no higher service than to 
enact a statute that will establish a 


».ous matter.

It is certainly 
less injurious to the body politic for a 
citizen to violate the law and make a 
dollar by it, than for an officer of the 
law, by connivance, carelessness or 
graft, to allow violations of the law 
simply begause of supposed individual 
advantage, or because of the claim that 
public sentiment in the community is 
against the inforcement of the law.

“T again put it before you to enact a 
constitutional provision for the divis- 
ion of counties, and also for biennial 
sessions. Thisisthe second extra ses- 
sion of the legislature you hzeve had, 
and from your experience and the ex- 
perience of the state it is clear that 
quadrennial sessions are not well for 
the best interest of the people. The 
legislo*inwmmlepartment of the govern- 
TT) Scat always been nearest to the 
ws > and most protective af their in- 
terest. Alabama is the only state in’ 
the union that has quadrennial ses- 
sions of the legislature. 

“There is a general demand through- 
out the state that the people be per- 
mitted to vote on the questfen whether 
or*not they will amend the constitution 
so as to place a prohibition article in 
the organic law. My purpose in em- 
vodying this proposition in the call is 
to give you an opportunity to allow 
the people t* pass on this very seri- 
When you enacted the 
state-wide prohibition law, | t@ke it, you 
did not intend it to be ephemeral—a 
statute for a day. Undoubtedly, you 
intended a revolution in the relation of 
our state to liquor and the law was in- 
tended to fix it so that Alabama would 
never again have saloons or liquor 
licenses. Prohibition should be so dis- 
posed of that it will not be recurrent 
at every election, and a disturbing fac- 
tor in the politics of the state. I be-

A stiff flight for 
the increase of the 1910 appropriation 
to the $2,500,000 was made, but the 
supporters of this measure fell short 
by a scant half dozen votes. 

The session was the stormiest yet 
held. Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, fought 
tooth and nail against any increase 
whatever; was voted down; moved a 
reconsideration; then, with all the 
eloquence, fire and earnestness at his 
command, pleaded with the commit- 
teemen against what he termed this 
“reckless appropriation without the 
faintest idea of whence the money is 
to come.” With the vote stfll against 
him, he moveg reconsideration of all 
appropriations for state colleges, whic’ 
showed an increase; before the motion 
could be put, a motion to adjourn was 
carried. 

The action of the committee in al- 
lowing the 1910 school appropriation 
to remain unchanged, while raising by 
$250,000 that of i9l!i, was in the na- 
fure of a compromise, made with a 
view to reconciling those desiring no 
raise and those who favored a raise 
in 1910. Representative Parker, of Tol- 
bert, had introduced a bill providing 
for no increase, while Representative 
Brinson, of Decatur, had brought for- 
Wwarg one raising the appropriations 
for both I910 and I9!!1 to $2,500,000. 
It was then that Represertative Ault, 
of Polk, introduced the bill, which was 
finally reported favorably. 

Ne Increase tn Revenue. 

Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, called atiten- 
tion to the fact that so far as can be 
judged at present, the state can expect 
little or no increase in revenue in 1I910,

The motion to increase both the 1910 
and the 1911 appropriations was then 
voted down, 20 to 15. The bill pro-! 
viding for the increase in 1911 alone | 
was then put and adopted by a 27 to 8 
vote. | 

Hall Plieads With Committee. 

Immediately, Mr. Hall was upon his 
feet, moving a reconsideration, and, 
in support of his motion, made the 
most fiery speech of the entire sées- 
sion. He termed the action of the com- 
mittee “reckless appropriation of pub- 
lic funds without the slightest idea 
whence the money is to come.” That 
his appeal made an impression, was 
proven by the fact that the motion to 
reconsider was lost by the close vote 
of 16 to 19. f 

With his motion to reconsider voted 
down, Mr. Hall moved the reconsidera- 
tion of all appropriations for state 
colleges which show an increase, Be- 
fore the motion could be put, how- 
ever, a motion to adjourn was carried. 

It is the opinion of well-posted mem- 
bers of the committee that the fight on 
the increase is over, g0 far as con- 
cerns the committee. It is thought, 
however, that Mr. Hall and his follow- 
ers will make a strenuous fight on the 
floor of the house., 

The committee also reported favora- 
bly on a bill appropriating $2,000 for 
each of the district agricultural schools 
of the state, this amount to be in ex- 
cess of the proceeds of the fertilizer 
tax. 

The committee, it is expected, will 
finish its work on Thursday. Chair- 
man Jones estimates that the present 
bill will carry appropriations totalling 
$5,000,000, which is a considerable de- 
crease as compared with the appropria- 
tion bill of last year.

Interesting Report on Situation 


Is Made by Superinten- 
dent Summerall. 


An interesting report of the work of 
the Grady hospital for the month of 
July was heard from Superintendent 
W. B,. Summerall at the meeting of 
the hospital board of trustees yester- 
day afternoon. The report showed 
that there were for the month an aver- 
age of 116 patients per day, and the 
average cost per patient was $1.31 per 
day. In January the average number 
of patients (exclusive of transients) 
was 66, and in the following five 
months respectively 79, 87, 97, 114 and 
111, ilJustrating the degree to which 
the hospital has been taxed to ac- 
commodate these numbers, 

During the meeting the question of 
whether or not the hospital ought to 
get smal! fees from transient patients 
who could pay was discussed, and it 
was brought out that a great many 
people of means were accepting treat- 
ment at the hospital who should be 
made to pay.

GEORGIA MAY 


TO APPROVE INCOME. TAX 


BE FIRST 


Georgia may be the first state in 
the union to approve the constitution- 
al amendment to authorize the nation- 
al congress to adopt an income tax 
law. <A bill authorizing the submis- 
sion of such an amendment to the 
Federal constitution to the states, has 
been passed by congress. President 
Taft will within the next day or two 
send out notices to this effect to the 
various chief executives of the states. 
As the legislature of Georgia is now 
in session, this state may be the first to 
ratify the amendment. 

As soon as Governor Brown receives 
the official] notice from the president 
he will submiit it to the general as- 
sembly. It will then be in order to 
introduce a bill to ratify the amend- 
ment.

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THE COST OF FREAK LEGISLATION. 


“We have bought property amounting to considerable money, 
and contemplated. making costly improvements, BUT WE NEVER 
KNOW "WHETHER OR NOT WE WILL BE IN BUSINESS WHEN 
THE NEXT LEGISLATURE MEETS. (tNSTEAD OF BRINGING 
NEW CAPITAL TO GEORGIA, THE LEGISLATURE IS KEEPING

It is a sad commentary on the statesmanship and the foresight of a 
law-making body, assumed to have a watchful eye to the material interests 
of the state, when a large business concern can bring forward a justifiable 


complaint of the foregoing nature. 

That is the substance of the protest of one of the largest manufacturers 
of “soft drinks” in the south; a company that sells its product all over the 
United States, that employs a large army of skilled and ordinary workmen 
and that has brought thousands of dollars into Georgia “from every state in 
the union.”’ 

The communication from which the leading extract is taken is published 
elsewhere in full. In approving The Constitution’s editorial against “freak 
legislation,” as exemplified in the placing of 10 cents a gallon on ihe man- 
ufacture of »ractically all soft drinks, these aggressive business men bring 
forward a forceful indictment against time-killing philandering that takes toll 
of the present and future industries of the state. 

The house, yesterday, mitigated the degree, but did not alter the prin- 
ciple of this ill-advised measure. It admitted the burdensome and unfair 
nature of the tax by reducing it from ten to five cents a gallon. THE ONLY 
PROPER AND EQUITABLE COURSE WOULD HAVE BEEN TO REMOVE 
ABSOLUTELY A TAX THAT IS A MENACE TO BUSINESS IN GCORGIA. 


We trust the senate will develop sufficient courage and statesmanship to |_ 


do so. 

“We uwever know whether or not we will be in business when the next 
legislature meets.” That reads like the proscription of two years ago, whe 
capital scrupul-usly avoided Georgia because of short-sighted and dema- 
gogical threats against it.

WISE HESITATION IN BUSINESS BAITING. 


Inasmuch as it is scarcely a year since the people of Georgia, by the 
biggest pepular vote in a quarter of a century, expressed their emphatic dis- 
approval of policies tending to discourage the business developments of this 
state, the action of the house of representatives in postponing action with 


‘regard to the proposed increase in the “occupation tax” is significant of its 


conservative attitude. 

The repressive effect upon industry of that measure is apparent to a 
school boy. It igs not strange that the press of the state, almost as a unit, 
is expressing its disapprobation of a plan that is essentially more reaction- 
ary than any put forward at the present session, and that is saying a 
good deal. 

The maximum tax upon corporate business, domestic and foreign, 
Georgia is now $100 per annum. The maximum tax under the suggested 
revision is $1,000 per annum, a jump in some instances of 1,000 per cent, 

Another feature to which The Constitution has called attention is the 
dangerous uncertainty relative to the interpretation of the proposed in- 
crease. The amendment to the general tax act reads that “capital stock,” in 
stead of ‘‘capital,” under the present law, shall be subjected to the increased 
taxation. 

Any number of small but growing corporations in Georgia are working 
on limited capital, but issuing a large amount of capital stock. If the new 
measure is ievelled at this class of business, it is difficult to estimate the 
hardship upon industry generally and, indirectly, upon the sr-all investors. 

The most exasperating aspect of this variety of legislation is its glaring 
futility, save for damaging ends. It will not affect the volume of business 


in 


transacted by the corporations a:med at, nor will it lessen the traffic origi- | 


nating with or controlled by them. 

But it will level a body-blow at the material interests of Georgia. 
arms to accept the fruits of their industry, imposing a minimum of tax 
burdens upon them. 

So that the sum total of achievement of legislation of this nature is 
driving capital, pay-rolls and dividends from Georgia into states that have 
long plotted jealously against the commercial preeminence of this common- 
wealth. 

It would seem the last two years are sufficiently pregnant with warn- 
ing against ‘‘corporation baiting” to have imposed a se) sible restraint upon 
the general assembly.

And the analogy follows through the majority of commodities affected 
by the tariff. The average citizen has little time to farailiarize himself w'th 
the intricate fashion in which import duties lower or increase the artic’es 
that figure in his daily expense bill. 

He reads cursorily the debates arguing for this or that increase or de- 
crease on raw material and the finished product, and wonders somewhat 
vaguely how the final verdict is going to affect his clothing or grocery bill. 

He is mystifiea, bewildered, probably effectually blinded by a -velter of 
abstract terms and an array of statistics that issue no more effectual appeal 
to his intelligence than to make his head ache. 

This is ‘ariff-making—and “revision!”

‘If you happen to have a copy of 
The Jeffersonian bearing date Feb- 
ruary 27, 1908, turn to page $% and 
read the editorial in the middle col- 
umn, headlined, ‘Couldn't Afford It.’ 

“In that editorial, I again reminded 
the governor of the error of his way 
and made a feeble effort to get a move 
on him. 

=a reminded him that we reformers 
had not given the people what had 
been promised them, and I specially 
named McLendon and the pledges that 
he and the governor and I had made 
about the reduction of freight rates. 

“The Jeffersonian warned the gov- 
ernor that he ang McLendon had not 
done a single thing in the way of 
naking good on that freight rate mat- 
ter, 


“The made no response 


With haughty unconcern, he went his 
way—not even taking any steps to 
spur his enlarged and packed railroad 
commission into activity. He said no 
word and wrote no letter. When 
1909 had come and his term had almost 
run out, he allowed the repeated jabs 
of Clark Howell to galvanize him into 
action: but even then there was no ef- 
fort to secure freight reductions which 
would benefit the entire state. . 
‘Look here, fellows! Was Hoke Smith 
ever in favor of port rates reductions 
for the whole state? You couldn't prove 
it, to save your dear life. . . 
Griffin and Cordele and the other 
‘owns which were resisting the Atianta 
demand, offered to unite with Lawyer 
Smith and his clients to get a 20 per 
cent horizontal reduction al! along the 
line, so that the whole state would 
profit by lower freight rates. 
‘But Lawyer Hoke Smith 
fused! re eee 
“That was in 1904-5. At that time 
Mr. Hoke Smith had no idea of run- 
ning for Governor. At that time Pope 
Brown was the reform candidate. A 
few months later Pope had been ‘trick- 
ed.’ and Mr. Hoke Smith was, some- 
what awkwardly, wearing a brand-new 
suit of political garments which had 
been cut out for somebody else. 
“Then, and not till then, did Mr. 
Smith’s demand for port rates, bene- 
ficial to the state at large, sound, re- 
sound, echo and reverberate from the 
two ends to the middle—carrying Mr. 
Smith and his jubilating cohorts to 
Pendleton’s own village, where the fer- 
vid Macon platform was brought forth.

He was not tn favor 
of a general horizontal reduction of 
seaport rates any more than he had 
been when he spurned the ‘Griffin 
proposition’ of 1904-5. 

“Why do I say so? Because there 
is no other explanation under heaven 
that explains why Governor Hoke 
Smith did nothing whatsoever to carry 
out his campaign and platform pledges. 

“By August, 1907, he had his new cor- 
porations law; he had his new commis- 
sion of five; he had his rate expert, and 
his commission attorney: he had got 
all that he asked for in the way of 
tools to work with. Why didn’t he do 
the work? Why was it that he did not 
even try? Why was it that seaport 
rates did not seem to enter his 
thoughts? 

“When Clark Howell got after him 
in 1909, it was already too late for 
Governor Smith himself to complete 
the job of making an examination and 
erage reduction of seaport rates. 
But at the time when The Jeffersonian 
reminded him of this unredeemed 
pledge and urged him to begin the 
work, it was not too late. 

“In the qummer and fall of 1907, I 
did my best to get Governor Smith to 
take up the matter of reducing these 
unjust rates which we had each de- 
nounced and on which the Macon plat- 
form demanded immediate action.

even try to do the work. 

“When I first began to urge Governor 
Smith about this matter. I was his 
personal and political friend. More 
than that, I was his ally. Having gone 
through an arduous campaigyg with 
lhim, T had but one thing to ask of 
him, and that was that he shovld keep 
faith. ‘Do what you promised to @o. 
or do all that is in your power to- 
wards it'—that was my request of tte 
man that I had helped to become gov- 
ernor. 

“From the time of the adjournment 
of the legislature in Julv, 1967, the 
Jeffersonian constantiv kept before 
Governor Smith the matter of those un- 
redeemed pledges—frequentlvy mentton- 
ing MecLer@on and the freight rate 
promises. These were the unjust bur- 
dens of the people which, according toe 
the Macon platform, the railroad com- 
mission was to immediately investi- 
gate and reduce.

Governor Smith do 
something. when his friend aid altv 
was so importunate,and when there 
was ample time to deal with the whole 
question? 

“Having removed McLendon for de- 
ciding the Atlanta case as it hed been 
decided three times before: having be- 
zun a prosecution of him for some- 
thing altogether different. and Having 
been challenged to meet McLendon fin 
a case of impeachment, Mr. Hoke Smith 
objects, through his ovaper. on the 
ground that such a trial would be too 
exnensive to the state! 

“His tender regard for the state's 
finances kept him from calling an 
extra session in 1907, but did not deter 
him in 1908. caufes him to shrink 
from an impeachment of the roller- 
chair invalid,—the pallid, Mlighted suf- 
ferer whom he vet had the spunk to 
kick out of office,—but does not pre- 
vent his demanding that the enormous 
and unnecessary ad@ition to the rail- 
road commission shall remain as he 
fixed it.

OSTEOPATH BOARD 
WINS IN. SENATE 


Action on Marriage Law 
Reconsidered ~- State 
Road Extension. 


There was an entire absence of op- 
position inthe senate yesterday to the 
bill providing for the creation of a 
state board of osteopathic examiners, 
to consist of five members to be ap- 
pointed by the governor, and the bile 
went through by a vote of 31 to 0. 

The osteopaths of Georgia have been 
trying for years to secure this recog- 
nition of their profession on the part 
of the state, and this is the first time 
the measure providing for the - ex- 
amining board has gotten through 
either house. The bill now goes to the 
house, where strong effort will be 
made to have it finally enacted at this 
session. 

Report on the W. & A, 

Senator Burwell presented to the 
senate the report of the special com- 
mission appointed under resolution of 
the last general assembly to investi- 
gate the feasibility of the extension of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad to 
the sea. A summary of this report has 
already been presented in The Consti- 
tution. 

The report estimates that the road 
can be extended to the sea on a grade 
varying from 1 per cent down to six- 
tenths of 1 per cent, at an approxi- 
mate cost of $71,650 per mile, divided 
as follows: Building roadbed and lay- 
ing track, $36,650; maintaining road- 
bed for two years during construction, 
$6,000 per mile; equipment, $13,000 per 
mile; construction of adequate term!- 
nals, $16,000 per mile. If convict la- 
bor is used in the construction work, 
it is estimated that this will reduce 
the total cost by $5,000 per mile. The 
report states that an accurate estimate 
of cost cannot well be made until 
after a preliminary survey, which 
would cost from $10,000 to $15,000, for 
which it says an appropriation should 
be made. ‘ 

Bill Reconsidered. 

The senate, after a brief debate, by 
a vote of 23 to 16, reconsidered its ac- 
tion of the day before in defeating the 
bill by Senators McLain agd Rudicil, 
prohibiting the issuing of a marriage 
license to any appiicant until he pre- 
sents a physician's certificate 
showing that he is free from certain 
specified diseases in communicable or 
latent stage. It is stated a substitute 
for the measure will be presented, and 
the probability is it will get through 
the senate.

SOFT DRINK TAX 


Whole Session Spent 
Over Single Item. 


House First Voted ww -..con- 
sider Action of the rrevious 
Day in Imposing 
Tax, Then Voted for Five- 
Cent Duty.

The house yesterday reconsidered 
its action of Monday in placing a tax 
of 10 cents a gallon on manufacturers 
of sirups, tinctures and extracts used 
in making soft drinks, and after near- 
ly three hours’ debate, reduced the tax 


to 5 cents a gallon. 

It is provided in the bill that stamps 
must be affixed to each receptacle 
holding any such commodity. The 
amendment for a 5-cent tax for each 
gallon was made by Mr. Hill, of Mon- 
roe. Mr. Turnipseed, of Clay county, 
sought to have the tax fixed at 2 
cents, and Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, wished it 
made 1 cent for each gallon, Finally, 
by a vote of 79 to 53, the Hill amend- 
ment was carried. 

During the morning Mr. McMichael, 
of Marion, read t othe house a lengthy 
statement replying to articles from 
Dr. G. R. Glenn, president of the 
North Georgia Agricultural college; 
Rev. C. M. Ledbetter, P. E. Duffey and 
J. M. Daniel, who have recently pub- 
lished articles in Atlanta newspapers 
criticising -his school bills and calling 
attention to his connection with a4 
school book publishing house. Mr. Mc- 
Michael declared that all the insinua 
tions and charges did him a serious 
injustice.

That it had borrowed money 
abroad and invested it in Georgia, 
where all its profits were invested, 
He said the total profits were slightly 
over 19 cents a gallon. That the ag- 
gregate in any one year never exceed- 
ed a quarter of a million dollars on all 
its business throughout the country. 
In Georgia its profits were $50,000 a 
year.

TALKED IN SEM 


Spirited Debate and Bill 
Went Over on Unfin- 
ished Business. 


The biennial sessions bill by Senator 
Slater of the first, was under debate 
during the greater part of the session 
of the senate yesterday, and the friends 
of the measure believe that with a full 
senate present, the measure will re- 
ceive more than a two-thirds constitu- 


tional majority vote. 

The biennial sessions bill will come 
up again Wednesday morning as un- 
finished business, and the senate wil) 
continue its consideration until it is 


disposed of. It requires 30 votes to pass 
the measure, since it proposes an 
amendment to the constitution, which 
of course, must be submitted to the 
people for ratification before it can 
become a law. 

Senator Slater brought the bill up by 
unanimous cons@nt, and addressed the 
senate in favor of its passage. He 
showed that Georgia is one of only five 
States in the unton which cling to an- 
nual sessions of the general assembly, 
the four others being New York, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts and South Caro- 
lina. All of the other large and small 
states of the union get along with bi- 
ennial sessions of their legislatures, 
whose average length is sixty days, 

Senator Slater's Bill. 

Senator Slater’s bill provides for a 
fifty-day session eevry two years, but 
he said he was willing to accept an 
amendment making the session sixty 
days. The elimination of one session 
would save the state from $70,000 to 
$80,000 every two years, he said. Sen- 
ator Slater said there was a clamor for 
biennial sessions all over the state, it 
being a subject on which the people 
and the press are united. Senator Sla- 
ter has made a hard fight for the bill, 
and feels very hopeful of its success. 

Senator Longley declared that if Sen- 
ator Slater had not introduced thig bill. 
he would have done so himself. Geor- 
ga is piling up too much useless and 
needless legislation, he/said, and the 
people would be better iff without so 
many laws. Also, continued agitation 
every year, political and otherwise, 
was doing a great deal to disturb bus- 
iness conditions and to interfere iwth 
the prosperity of the state. 

Senator McCurry supported all that 
had been said in favor of the measure 
and made a strong appeal for its pas- 
Sage. 

Opposition to the BIIl. 

Senator Burwell of the twentieth, led 
the opposition to the bill. Of all the 
frivolous measures proposed, he de- 
Clared, the biennial sessiong bill took | 
the lead. The experience of other} 
States had shown, he asserted, that 
One session in two years was not\| 
enough; that in a progressive state / 
laws could not be made for even! 
twelve months ahead. Alabama had 
held an extra session every year since 
quadriennial sessions were written into 
its constitution. Annual sessions were 
a necessity to keep the state abreast 
of the times; to make legislation to 
meet new conditions that are continu- 
ally arising. The people would, of 
course, pass a constitutional amend- 
ment; they never vote one down. Many 
of them pay no attention to the ticket. 
do not investigate, and do not know 
what they are voting for. 

Senator Jackson followed against the 
measure, stating that !t now takes 
eight to ten years to get through any 
great forward measure, especially 
when the large corporations are con- 
cerned. What the state needs is agita- 
tion, he declared, 

“Why does the gentle, object to 
giving the people an opportunity to 
vote on this bill?’ asked Senator Wom- 
ble. 

“I have already explained that.’ Sen- 
ator Jackson replied. “The people do 
not always investigate: they will pass 
almost anything. The people sometimes 
go temporarily insane,” 

“Well, will the gentleman tell me 
why he didn’t object to letting the peo- 
Ple pass on the bill to exempt agri- 
cultural products from taxation. when 
that was up?’’ Senator Womble asked. 

“I didn’t make that statement.’ re- 
plied Senator Jackson. “I said if the 
people didn’t want it, they could 
kill it.’’

The senate committee on special ju- 
diciary made an unfavorable report 
yesterday on the bill by Senator Jack- 
known as the anti-discrimination 
which makes it unlawful for any 
corporation to sell its prod- 
uct in One section of the state at a 
less price than in another section, for 
the purpose of killing ‘competition. The 
bill excepts such differences in price 
as might be caused by differences in 
freight rates. 

This bill, it

is said, is aimed at the 
Standard Oil Company, and is similar 
to a measure now in force in Texas, 
where it is said to have been affirmed 
by the supreme court. The effect of it 
is stated to be to bring the price of 
oil down to a competitive basis. 

The vote on the bill was close—4 to 
4—-and Chairman Womble declineqg to 
exercise his prerogative of voting to 
break a tie. Thus, by reason of a tie 
vote, the measure goes back to the 
senate with an unfavorable report. 
Senator Jackson states, however, that 
it will be taken up on the floor of the 
senate and fought to a finish. 

The same committee made a favora- 
ble report on Senator Jackson's Dill 
increasing the jurisdiction of county 
courts from $500 to $1,000, and pro- 
hibiting defendants from demanding 
indictment in such courts. 

It made sn unfavorable report on the 
bill by Senator Pitts to amend the 
garnishment laws so as to make one- 
third of the wages of any person, la- 
borer or otherwise, subject to gar- 
nishment. 


To Increase Tax Limit. 

An increase in the constitutional limit 
of state taxation from 5 mills to 6 
mills was agreed to yesterday by the 
senate committee on constitutional 
amendments, of which Senator H. H. 
Perry is chairman, when it decided to 
report favorably the measure of Sena- 
for Womble, of the Twenty-fifth, to 
submit to the people a constitutional 
amendment increasing the rate. The 
extra mill is to be used for one pur- 
pose only—the improvement of the 
public highways of Georgia. The ob- 
ject of the mover was to prepare for 
the time when the counties of Georgia 
might wish to surrender the convicts 
they have been working on the roads. 
and to place the state in a position to 
continue the work on its own account. 


Pensions For Everybody. 

The committee also agreed to report 
to the senate with the recommendation 
that it do pass the bill of Senator Sel- 
lers, of the Third, to pay pensions to 
all old Confederate soldiers and the 
widows of veterans. This bill makes 
it possible for widows and veterans to 
draw pensions regardless. of their ma- 
terial pogsessions. 

The bill of Senator Burwell to amend 
the act under which the public print- 
ing has been let, was also taken up. 
All the state’s printing is to be let to 
the lowest bidder under this bill and 
he is to be required to give a bond in 
the sum of $50,000. The committee 
recommended that it be read the sec- 
ond time and referred fo the genera! 
judiciary committee. 


Kill Fertilizer Bills. 


The committee on general agriculture 
agreed to report adversely on two 
bills relating to the composition of 
fertilizers. The measures were those 
of Mr. Meadows, of Toombs, and Mr. 
McMichael, of Marion. 

The .Meadows bill seeks to =: ise 
the standard of fertilizers by raising 
the high, standard and low grades 2 
per cent. This would sabolish the 8— 
2—2 grade. The McMichael bill re 
quires all sacks containing fertilizers 
to contain on the label the quantity 
and composition of the filer ard also 
the gource of the filler. It also pro- 
vides that the per cent of each in- 
gredient must be guaranteed.
